Time to Protest 
fix Exemption Is 
Before Giving Pledge 


A development in Pulaski 


County could well press the panic 
button 
for 
Arkansas' 
in- 


dustrialization program. 


As you read in this newspaper 


Wednesday the Associated Press 
reported the Pulaski County 
School Board (rural Pulaski) has 
ordered its attorney to file suit to 
invalidate the tax-exempt status 
of industrial plants financed by 
Act 9 bonds. 


The attorney, John I. Purtle, 


was authorized to file suit within 
30 days if "negotiations with the 
industries 
failed to produce 


satisfactory results"—which you 
can spell out as being a demand 
that the tax-exempt plants agree 
to at least pay school taxes. 


But I don't believe the school 


board is going to get anywhere 
with either the industries or the 
courts. The time for protests 
against tax exemption passed 
long ago. 


Elections were held, bonds 


were authorized and sold, and 
industries were brought into 
Arkansas on the solemn pledge 
they would be exempt from taxes 
during their early years. To 
welch on such an obligation 
would never be permitted by the 
people of Arkansas. 


The rural Pulaski 
school 


district is always in some kind of 
trouble, and its latest move 
smells of an attempt to black- 
mail the entire state into aiding 
its financial condition on the 
stipulation that it will call off its 
witch-hunt against industry. 


But this particular black-mail 


won't work. Obviously the in- 
dustries have already rejected 
the plea for school taxes. 


I don't believe the courts will 


overthrow Act 9 at this late day. 
Even if they should rule against 
tax-exemption for new industry 
the people would promptly pass's 
constitutional amendment and 
wrap up the case once and for all. 


Act 9 doesn't present the usual 


vulnerability of a tax exemption. 
The theory here is that while a 
new industry coming into a 
community may be free of taxes 
in its early years it either brings 
with it new population as em- 
ployes, or upgrades the earning 
power of local people as it takes 
unskilled people into the plant 
and teaches them new skills. 
These people pay taxes. 


The point is this: That while 


the plant itself pays no taxes its 
employes materially increase 
the tax take of the county. 


That was the thinking behind 


Act 9 when it was written into 
law; the people are still of the 
same mind—and if you don't 
believe it just wait for the howl of 
indignation if the courts rule 
against the act. A constitutional 
amendment 
would follow in- 


stantly.

SAIGON (AP) - 
Counter- 


attacking South Vietnamese 
troops were reported tonight to 
have recaptured virtually all of 
the provincial capital 
of An 


lac. 


Enemy rockets exploded in a 


Saigon suburb, killing 15 Viet- 
namese civilians and wounding 
6, bringing the war to the capi- 
tal for the first time in the cur- 
rent offensive. 


Battlefield reports from An 


Loc, 60 miles north of Saigon, 
said government troops were 
reinforced with 400 paratroops 
*»nd aided by heavy U.S. B52 
strikes in the 
counterattack 


that latest reports said had 


retaken all but two blocks of 
the city. 


Earlier, the Vietnamese high 


command said the enemy had 
been forced back outside the 
city limits after seizing the 
northern part of the provincial 
capital in a tank-led assault 
Thursday. 


An unknown number of 100 


pound rockets slammed into 
northern Saigon around Tan 
Son Nhut airbase. All but one 
fell off the base into civilian 
housing. It was here the 15 per- 
sons died and at least six oth- 
ers were wounded. There was 
no reported damage or casu- 
alties from the lone rocket that 
hit inside the big air base. 


The skies over North Viet- 


nam suddenly cleared today 
and waves of U.S. jets streaked 
in for heavy attacks north of 
the demilitarized zone. 


The bombing has been se- 


riously hampered 
by 
heavy 


monsoon clouds restricting at- 
tempts to hit enemy troops, 
tanks and supply columns head- 
ing south toward the DMZ. The 
weather was termed the best 
yet for American pilots who 
had resumed bombing the north 
April 6.

15 Himalayan Climbers Killed 


KATMANDU, Nepal (AP) — 


Fifteen Asian climbers have 
been killed in the worst tragedy 
in the history of Himalayan ex- 
ploration. 


Four South Koreans, a Japa- 


nese cameraman and 10 Nepa- 
lese Sherpa guides were buried 
Monday by an avalanche that 
crashed down on the camp of a 
South Korean expedition 
at- 


tempting to scale 
26,752-foot 


Mt. Manaslu, the world's eighth 
tallest peak. 


Seven 
Koreans 
and 
two 


Sherpas survived. 


The expedition leader, Jung 


Sup Kim, was lifted from a g'j- 
cier by helicopter and flown 
back to Katmandu along with 
Hae Yun Byong, a 33-year-old 


Korean newsman in the party, 
and one of Kim's brothers who 
was critically injured in the 
avalanche. 


One of the 
dead 
Korean 


mountaineers also was a broth- 
er of the Kims. A fourth Kim 
brother, Ki Sup Kim, 
was 


swept away by strong wind and 
killed last year, 1,100 feet from 
the summit of Manaslu. 


Byong said he was at Camp 


2, with Jung Sup Kim and four 
other Korean climbers when 
about 200 tons of ice rumbled 
down about 3 a.m. and engulfed 
the forward camp 2,110 feet 
above lhc> ., It was at 21,320 
feet.

Lead Double Lives

WASHINGTON < A P i - The 


nation's top taxman says he's 
discovered a minister, a facto- 
ry worker and a travel-agency 
operator among those who lead 
double lives as unscrupulous 
tax-pre pare rs. 


He did not identify them.

Revenue 
Commis- 


sioner Johnnie M Walters told 
Congress Thursday that a tax- 
return preparer "who comes 
under suspicion of fraud requir- 
ing investigation ... is not a tax 
expert in the true sense." 


"The 
typical unscrupulous 


preparer has enough nerve, 


however, to prepare false re- 
turns 
Some of his clients 


may have no quaJms about 
•"heating, but do not know what 
they can get away with. There- 
fore, they contact these 'ex- 
perts' and if anything is sub- 
sequently found wrong with the 
return by IRS, they try to 
transfer the guilt for its prepa- 
ration to the preparer," Wal- 
ters .said. 


No one really knows how 


many preparers are around, al- 
though estimates put it at more 
than 200,000, he added. "In any 
case, the administration of ex- 
aminations and the conduct of 
character 
investigations for 


Si ch a large number of individ- 
uals is beyond any resources 
we nre likely to get for the 
job," he said. 


Thus. Walters said, licensing 


of tax-preparers is an unrealis- 
tic remedy in the widespread 
effort to cure the nation of a 
growing case of fraud involving 
potentially billions of lost dol- 
lars 


However, he said IRS is con- 


sidering setting a penalty of 10 
to 25 per cent of the tax defi- 
ciency

who 


"knowingly understates income 
or overstates deductions, ex- 
emptions, credits, etc."

Growth, More Work

DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — It's 


that time of year again for hus- 
bands. 


The first shock strikes when 


he walks onto the front lawn 
some morning hunting his 
newspaper and discovers the 
first sprig of grass peeping 
through the yellow winter turf. 


He waits a week, hoping the 


grass will go away or a great 
drought will come, only on his 
own lawn, and he will thus not 
face the spring chores. 


At the end of the week, the 


weeds have popped up all over 
the place and more grass has 
come up and he knows his sea- 
sonal labor must start. 


So he lays out a lot of dough 


for fertilizer, weed killer and 
bug assassinators, ,„ 
, t »., 


You have the paradox of a 


man not wanting grass, yet 
nurturing it. It is probable that 
this in truth is caused by con- 
flict with the wife, who insists 
that the lawn look something 
better than the vacant lot down 
the street. 


The husband fertilizes, mows, 


replaces turf the insects have 
eaten, edges the walks, and runs 
up his water bill. 


So what happens? The only 


really decent grass he grows is 
in the flower beds. 


A current fad is the greatest 


thing that ever happened to 
long-suffering, muscle-weary 
husbands.

Now these bits of concrete 


are spreading all over, cov- 
ering up grass, weeds and 
cinch bugs.

swimming pool in the back 
yard. You have to have exten- 
sive concrete walks around the 
pool, of course, and rather soon 
he finds himself without any 
grass at all, front or back.

Cutbacks in defense spending 
cost the North Texas economy 
$1.8 billion and some 53,500 
jobs, according to a report by a 
University of Texas at Arling- 
ton research team survey. 


However, the report adds, 


much of the impact of these 
losses was softened when other 
segments of the economy ex- 
panded, pumping new money 
into business and creating new 
jobs. 


Dr. Walter T. Mullendore, Ar- 


thur L. Ekholm and Dr. Paul 
M. Hayashi reached their con- 
clusions by using a new com- 
puterized 
economic research 


approach. 


Their report shows that the 


aircraft industry accounted for 
$1.3 
billion of the total loss, 


when aircraft sales fell from a 
1969 peak of $3.3 billion to 
'about $2 billion in 1971. At the 
same time unemployment in 
the industry dropped from a 
1969 high of 68,239 to 41,357-4 
decline of 39 per cent.

"multiplier 
effect"—declines
